She stated that he believed that he went there for 
tension and anxiety, because he felt that he was having 
problems related to these ailments. He checked himself 
into the Department of Neurosurgery, probably because he 
had been treated in that department before and he knew 
most of the staff. Justice REHNQUIST had begun to express 
bizarre ideas and outrageous thoughts. He imagined, for 
instance, that there was a CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 
(CIA) plot against him and he also suffered from illusions, 
such as seeming to see the 'designed patterns on the hospital 
curtains change configuration. He had also gone to the 
hospital lobby in his pajamas in order to try to escape. 
In addition, he thought that he heard voices ou tside of 
his room discussing various plots against him. | | 

stated that the candidate probably heard voices in the 
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hallway, but that his mental state was such that he jiiinped 

to unnecessary conclusions regarding the substance of the 

conversation. She stated that such actions were symptoms 

of metabolic encephalopathy, which she said could be generally ug 

defined as delirium. 



Jexamined the candidate in his hospital

room and performed a mental status examination. She stated 

that she believed that the Justice's wife was in the room 

at that time. She concluded from her examination that 

there was some impairment of concentration and memory and 

some confusion present. He seemed to realize, however, 

that his thoughts were unusual and bizarre and she believed 

that this realization was probably why he checked himself 

into the hospital. She stated that the absolute worst 

diagnosis of someone exhibiting such behavior would be 

to conclude that that person was a drug addict, who simply 

"went crazy" when use of a particular drug was discontinued. 

She stated, however, that this was not the case and that 

she determined, during the course of treating the candidate, 

that he was given a prescription drug, known as placidyl 

by a physician on Capitol Hill who is available to members 

of Congress, members of the SUPREME COURT, and perhaps 

other government officials. She said that she did not 

recall the name of the physician who had prescribed this 

drug. She added, however, that she believed that the candidate 

had probably taken it as a sleep aid. He was taking 1400 m g 

daily of this drug and after a period of time. F I 

and some court reporters had noticed that the candidate 

had difficulty speaking and walking and exhibited drowsiness. 

She stated that the drug, placidyl, was not widely used 

by the medical profession today, since other more reliable, 

safer drugs had been developed which could provide the 

same result. She stated that placidyl is a highly toxic 

drug and she could not understand why anyone would prescribe 

it. She stated that she could think of no circumstances 

at all under which she would prescribe this drug for anyone. 

She stated that taking placidyl in such large doses was 

dangerous and she felt that any physician who prescribed 

it was practicing very bad medicine, bordering on malpractice. 

She further stated that there appeared to be no restrictions 

on refills of this drug and she felt that this was very 

irresponsible also. She stated that she believed that 

the candidate received bad medical treatment from the doctor 

who prescribed this drug and that the pharmacist who filled 

the prescription should have also warned the candidate 

of its possible effects. She cited a warning regarding 
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placidyl, which appears in the 1986 edition of the "Physicians 
Desk Reference," to wit: 

"Placidyl should be administered with caution 
to mentally depressed patients with or without suicidal. . 
tendencies. It should also be administered with caution 
to those who have a psychological potential for drug dependance. 
The least amount of drug that is feasible should be prescribed 
for these patients. Prolonged use of placidyl may result 
in tolerance and psychological and physical dependance." 
Prolonged administration of the drug is not recommended." y^f^^ 

I I said that this warning might not have. b7C 

appeared in the 198 2 edition of this publication. 

She said that the effects of taking this drug 
were two-fold. First, the toxicity of the drug causes 
such things as blurred vision, slurred speech, and difficulty 
in making physical movements. Once a patient stops taking 
the drug, the withdrawal symptoms of metabolic encephalopathy 
(delirium) begin. She stated that it was her opinion that 
the candidate began suffering the symptoms of the toxicity 
and then either on his own or on the advice of a physician, 
stopped taking the drug immediately. Such total and immediate - 
discontinuance of its use brought about his delirium. 

I I stated that she initially treated 

the candidate by giving him a daily dosage of 1400 mg of 
placidyl, plus an anti-psychotic drug. Within hours, his 
mental state was changing for the better and. by the next 
day he seemed to be perfectly normal. She began reducing 
the dosage of placidyl from 1400 mg per day on January 11, 
1982, to none at all on February 7, 1982. At the end of 
this period of detoxification, at which time the candidate 
remained at home and she visited him there, he showed no 
sign of toxicity and exhibited no side effects from the 
use of... -the drug or from its withdrawal. She stated that . 
it was her opinion at that time that he was cured. She 
added that there was no chance of any spontaneous reoccurrence 
of the delirium or of the symptoms of the toxicity. 

I [ stated that she found the candidate 

to be a very cooperative and compliant patient. She stated 
that he appeared to be genuinely interested in helping 
himself and expressed no anger or malice toward anyone 
for prescribing this drug. She stated that the candidate's 
wife, however, was highly upset over this incident and 
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felt that the doctor who prescribed the drug and the pharmacist 
who provided him with the prescription were probably intimidated 
by such high ranking officials as Supreme Court Justices, 
United States Senators, etcetera that they would acquiesce 
to almost any request from one of these individuals. She 
said that she believed that the candidate went to the hospital 
because he knew something was wrong and wished to find 
a cure. She stated that she could attribute no culpability 
at ail to the candidate, himself, in this matter and was 
of the opinion that he was a victim of poor medical and 
pharmaceutical practices. She summed her opinion up by 
stating that the medical term for this entire affair was 
known as a iatrogenic illness, which means in laymen's 
terms, "the doctors did it to you." 

I [ said that she had not had any contact ]Qg 

with the candidate since she discontinued his treatment 
in early 1982. She said that therefore* she did not feel 
she should comment regarding Justice REHNQUIST's fitness 
for the position of Chief Justice of the United States 
from a medical point of view. She further stated that 
she had no direct knowledge of his judicial ability and 
was not competent in that area to make a judgement. She 
added, however, that the candidate and his wife both impressed 
her as responsible, respectable, intelligent people and 
she had no reason to question the loyalty, integrity, or 
moral character of either of them. She added that she 
did not feel qualified to comment regarding WILLIAM H. 
REHNQUIST's qualifications or suitability for the position 
of Chief Justice of the United States.

FINAL DIAGNOSIS: Degenerative disc disease. 

BPl: This 55-year-old white male right-handed Supreme Court justice has a long 
history of low back pain. He had a left L4-L5 lumbar laminectomy in 1971 with 
good symptomatic relief. He later began having episodic left buttock pain and had 
two episodes of traction at GWUH in 1977 with good symptom relief. He felt himself 
to be in good condition until 1980 when he began noticing increased left hip pain 
and decrease in daily activities. There is an important court case pending and may 
have long, frequent sessions and so he is in for evaluation. The patient states 
he has left hip tightness which is episodic and it gives frequent backache. He denies 
any lower extremity pain, but admits to left foot numbness with increased standing, 
and he has infrequent paresthesia of the left foot with prolonged sitting in one 
position. He denies bowel or bladder syc^oms but states he has noted a left foot 
clumsiness since the last traction in 1977. 

PH: Adult medical problems include sigmoidoscopy in 1976 at which time a colon 
polyp was found. Since that time he has had frequent checkups with negative results. 
Hospitalizations include tonsillectomy as a child, L4-L5 left laminectomy in 1971 and 
traction at GWUH times two in 1977. The patient denies any drug allergies. 

ROS: Abdomen - colon polyp found in 1976 for which he has frequent negative checkups. 
The patient also admits to Infrequent anal fissures v^ich bleeding on toilet paper. 

PE: General- a well-developed, we 11 -nourished adult white male in no acute distress. 
HEENT - atraumatic. TM^s obscured by ceriomen. Hearing was normal. EOM^s were 
intact. PERRLA. FUndi were benign. Visual fields equal by confrontation. Neck was 
supple and without adenopathy. The lungs were clear to auscultation and resonant 
to percussion. Symmetrical chest expansion. Heart - regular rhythm. Rate of 76, 
No murmurs, gallops or rubs. The pulses were 2+;/ 2+ and symmetrical bilaterally. The 
patient had no carotid, femoral, or renal bruits. The abdomen - active bowel sounds. 
NolEpatosplenomegaly, nontender. Good sphincter tone. Stool guaiac was negative. 
Prostate was firm and nontender. Musculoskeletal - full cervical, upper and lower 
extremity ROM. Good heel and toe walk. Good tandem walk- Good handgrip bilaterally. 
Negative straight leg raise bilaterally. Neurological - mental status was oriented 
times three and alert. Cranial nerves II through XII were intact. Motor - all groups 
tested were 5/5 and symmetrical, except for a decreased left EHL which was A/5. 
Sensory - intact to touch and vibration and joint position sense. The patient had 
questionable decreased pin prick on the lateral aspect of the left foot and top of 
left great toe. DTR's were symmetrical bilaterally, except for an absent left ankle 
jerk. The sign of Babinski was not present. The patient has no spasm and no clonus - 
Cerebellar was wnl. 

IMPRESSION: 1. Status post lumbar laminectomy left L4-L5. 
2. Rule out left HNP. L5-S1. 

LAB: Admission sodium was 140, K was 4.3, chloride was 103, C02 28, BUN 19, creatinine 
was 1.3. Admission SMA 12 was within normal limits. AdmlssicnCBC showed white 
count of 6.8, hgb 14.9, hct 42.7. Differential showed segs of 41, lymphs 45, 
monocytes 5 and eosinophils 9. Repeat diff showed 43 segs, 56 lymphs and 1 eos. 
Eos count was 356 per cubic millimeter, normal is 50-500 per cubic millimeter. 
ESR was 6. Admission UA showed specific gravity of 1.016, pH 7,0, 0-1 white blood 
cells. Spinal fluid appearance was clear and colorless. There were two white blood 
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GOWTIKUATIOM 2 

cells and both were lymphs. There was one red blood cell. CSF protein was 82, 
CSF glucose was AO. The patient had negative serologic test for syphilis. 

X-RAYS: The patient had a chest xray on 7-30-80 that showed no active pulmonary 
disease. The patient had lumbar Metrizamide myelogram on8-l-80 that showed - 
postoperative change, left SI nerve root with delayed filling, degenerative filling 
L3-L4.

On 8-1-80, 
the patient had a lumbar myelogram that showed postoperative changes in the left 
SI nerve root and degenerative disc at L3-L4. Myelogram was reviewed by I I 

who did not feel surgery was indicated at that time. The patient continued traction, 
but felt very little relief from it. The patient was discharged from the hospital

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This patient states that he is much better than he was one 

year ago and certainly much improved then he was when we 

were treating him in 1977, He has chronic discomfort in the 

left gluteal region from time to time. There is no sciatic 

radiation. He plays paddle tennis and walks often, up to 

three or four miles. He swims regularly. He does not always 

do his exercises regularly. He has had a recent minor exacerbation 

and took some Motrin, which seems to have helped him. He 

does not wear his back support very often. He takes Tylenol 

#3 from to 3 times a day. He takes Dafvon Compound from 

time to time and Valium depending on his discomfort. He 

feels he is doing fairly well though he would certainly 

welcome complete relief of symptoms. He says his back does 

seem to interfere with sexual relations because for some 

reason this activity intensifies the discomfort. 

On examination, there is no tenderness over the well healed 
scar.

It is my impression that his most recent problem is due to a 
disc at the L5-S1 level rather than the old L4-L5 level. He 
does not manifest clinical findings that would make me feel 
we should consider myelography or surgery. I am advising 
him to continue with the medications as above, I am asking 
him to take a course of Motrin for one month, I have given 
him a prescription for Tylenol #3 and Valium as well as some 
samples of Motrin to take with him as he is planning to be 
away for two months.

Approximately nine years ago. In 1971, after a major gardening effort, he complained of 
eciffness of the back and then pain on the left side radiating to the left leg. After 
a very short period of conservative therapy, myelography and laTninectomies were performed 
with removal of an ? L5-S1 disc on the left. He becaioe essentially asympatomatic after 
a few months and resumed all this work and athletic activities. In 1977, there was a 
recurrence, back was stiff, he responded to one week of bedrest and traction. X-rays 
of the back were inconclusive. Again had radiation to the left leg. He had three such 
episodes in 1977 and was essentially well until June 20th of this year when because 
of persisting, nagging left lower backache he was checked by his neurosurgeon who found 
no neurological abnormalities and suggested that lie come back in September for possible 
re-examination. 

Ever since coming up to Vermont, Mr. Rehnquist has had some discomfort and pain in his 
"eft lower back and buttock, without radiation to the left leg although after walking 
nc will have some numbness of the left foot. The pain is relieved by lying down, usually 
feels fine in the morning upon awakening. He took a course of Motrin and of butazoladine, 
takes occasional Valium as well as Tylenol III and Darvon which affords him some relief. 
He denies any bladder problems but has had nocturia for some time. He has been doing 
exercises quite faithfully as well as swimming which also makes him feel better. 

Examination was remarkable only in the fact that both ankle jerks are absent although 
he tells me that the right ankle jerk has been difficult to obtain for many years. 
,There were no sensory changes noted, straight leg raising was normal on both sides, 
'^ tenderness at the sciatic notch, no weakness but a great deal of paraspinal muscle 
asm. 

I have the impression that there is no radiculopathy at the present time but that he is 
suffering from lumbosacral sprain. X should add that he has a slight pelvic tilt.

OPERATIVE FINDINGS: Lipoma of the cord and an aasbclaLe:! Indirect hernia sac which 
had the medial wall consisting of sliding component of the bladder. There was also 
a weakened Inguinal floor and associated direct hernia. The lleolngulnal nerve 
was Identified and preserved. 

SURGICAL PROCEDURE: The patient was takan to uhe operating room where he underwent 
general anesthesia by Inhalation without coTii-;jlicatilon. The patient was prepped 
and draped in a sterile fashion. A 6=*8 cnj oKin Incision was made along the lines of 
the skin f6ids overlying the inguinal canal. The jlnclsion was carried down through 
the subcutaneous tissue to expose the aponeurosis ]of the external oblique. Small 
vessels were controlled by //ODD catgut ligatures. The external Inguinal ring was 
Identified. The external oblique was incised in ithe direction of the fibers. 
With care to avoid the underlying structures, the ileoinguinal nerve was opened 
through the external inguinal ring and the incision likewise extended laterally 
approximately 3 cm- The spermatic cord was inobilized at the. pubic tubercle. 
The Ileoinguinal nerve was identified low and infelriorly on the spermatic cord. 
This was dissected from the cord and kept out of dhe operative field and preserved. 
The cremasteric fibers were separated proxlmally on the spermatic cord- The vas 
deferens was identified and kept away from the area of dissection. There was a 
lipoma of the curd on the anterior medial surface of the cord. This was dissected 
from the associated spermatic cord structures and an indirect hernia sac identified. 
The hernia sac likewise was di.ssected from the asslociated structures- Once this 
was completed, and the sac was skeletonized do\vn tjo the peritoneal reflection and 
the point where the inferior epigastric vessels were identified, the sac was 
opened.

It tlien retrac:red under the oblique muscle 
spontaneously. .At this time, the inguinal fJoor was repaired using a McVey hernia 
repair by approximating the conjoined tendon lo tlie pubic tubercle and the lucnar 
ligamant medially and using interrupted />00 Neurolpn sutures, repair was performed 
from medial to lateral by approximating the conjoined tendon to the transversalis 
fascia.

Three men yesterday contra- 
dicted Supreme Court Justice Wil- 
liam li. Rehnquist's account during 
his 1'371 confirmation hearings of 
the rcJe he played in a controversial 
Repuljhcan "ballot security" pro- 
gram in Phoenix in the early 1960s. 
Relinquist, President Reagan's 
nominee for chief justice of the 
.United States, had said he was in 
overall charge of the programs, but 
declai-ed that he never personally 
enga^ied in challenging the creden- 
tials or literacy of Democratic mi- 
noritj' voters. 

Bui: two of the witnesses inter- 
viewed yesterday said that they saw 
Rehnquist challenging black and 
Hispanic voters in the Arizona city. 
The tiiird, a former assistant U.S. 
attorney who was sent to one pre- 
cinct to investigate complaints of 
harassment, said Rehnquist was 
definitely a member of a group that 
was "aggressively challenging mi- 
nority voters by looking at them 
coming up in line and saying, 'You 
don't know how to read.' " 

Tht; former prosecutor, James J. 
Brosnahan, now a senior partner in 
a Sati. Francisco law firm, said he 
had no doubt that it was Rehnquist 
he saw and that it was not a case of 
*taistJiken identity" as the majority 
•-report of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
"mittei? suggested in 1971 when the 
charges were first aired. 

Brosnahan was emphatic in at- 
tacking the "mistaken identity" sug- 
gestion. 

Rehnquist could not be reached 
for comment. Rehnquist's Senate 
confumation hearings are sched- 
uled to begin Tuesday. 

The three witnesses, Brosnahan, 
a selj'-described liberal Democrat, 
and t^vo Phoenix residents, Charles 
W. Pine and the Rev. Snelson W. 
""McGiiff. were cited in a ^lecial re- 
port by the Nation Institute, a lib- 
eral ('roup affiliated with The Na- 
tion magazine. All three confirmed 
their remarks and provided addi- 
tional details yesterday in separate 
jnteniews. 



Charges of voter harassment 

against Rehnquist first surfaced at 

the 1971 hearings on his appoint- 

^ Inent to the Supreme Court. 

^. Rehnquist denied any impropn- 

* eties at the 1971 hearings, both in 

direct testimony and later in a 
lengthy letter to the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

In his letter, Rehnquist said that 
he had been in charge of GOP "bal- 
lot securit/' programs and similar 
efforts conducted by lawyers' com- 
mittees in the biennial elections in 
Phoenix from 1958 through 1964. 
However, he said, that "in none of 
these years did I personally engage 
in challenging the qualifications of 
any voters " 

Pine, a Phoenix public relations 
man and state Democratic Party 
chairman from 1972 to 1975, said 
he saw Rehnquist on one occasion 
approach two prospective voters 
waiting in line outside the polling 
place of a predominantly black and 
Hispanic precinct and ask them if 
they were qualified voters. 

*He challenged one and then an- 
other," Pine recalled yesterday. 
"Both were black men and both left 
the line." He said Rehnquist was 
with one or two other men and they 
left together after the incident, with 
Rehnquist driving. Pine said Rehn- 
quist was part of what he called Re- 
publican "^ying squads" going from 
precinct to precinct in heavily Dem- 
ocratic areas, either in 1962 or 
1964. 

Told of Rehnquist's 1971 dis- 
claimer of any such activity. Pine 
said: "If he wants to say that, he 
can. But I disagree." Neither Bros- 
nahan nor pine spoke up in 1971, 
saying they thought about it, but 
decided not to bother. McGriff sub- 
mitted an affidavit in 1971 saying 
he saw Rehnquist challenging vot- 
ers at McGriff's polling place, lo- 
cated in the Bethune school. 
McGriff said he thought it was in 
1964, but was not positive. 

If it wasn't him [Rehnquist], it 
was his twin brother," McGriff said. 
"He had a card in his hand .... 

He'd say, 'Read this' 1 looked 

him right in the eye. I wasn't going 



to read that card. I was going to put 
my fist in his mouth." 

Rehnquist told the Senate com- 
mittee that be strongly disapproved 
of "any scattergun use of literacy 
challenges" and on one occasion in 
1962 went to the Bethune precinct 
to tell one overzeatous Republican 
challenger there to stop demanding 
that voters prove their literacy by 
reading printed passages from the 
Constitution as they waited to vote. 

Literacy challenges were later pro- 
hibited by the Civil Rights Act of 
1964, but they were permissible in 
Arizona before then so long as they 
did not amount to harassment. 

Brosnahan, however, said. there 

were enough complaints about the 

GOP challenges at the Bethune pre- 

. cinct in 1962 that he went there 

with an FBI agent to investigate. 

"Brosnahan said he found a small 
"group" of Republicans, including 
Rehnquist, there challenging voters 
on a random basis, asking Hispanic 
voters if they could read English 
and black voters if they could read 
at all. "They would do this right in 
line, rather than getting a person 
off to the side," Brosnahan said. 
"Telling one person after another, 
"You can't read,' is an aggressive 
thing to do .... " 

"My best recollection is that he 
(Rehnquist] was challenging vot- 
ers," Brosnahan said, "but that was 
1962 and this is 1986- I know he 
has denied that, but I have asked 
myself in fairness what I can re- 
member." 

"This was a group that deliber- 
ately set out to discourage and ha- 
rass minority voters on the subject 
of whether they could read. The 
concept that Mr. Rehnquist was 
somehow supervising and making it 
better is one that conflicts with my 
recollection. I am very firm about 
that," Brosnahan said. 

The 1971 Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee report dismissed the voter 
harassment charges as "Vholly un- 
substantiated," but a Democratic 
minority complained that the alle- 
gations had not been adequately in- 
vestigated or effectively refuted.

CHIEF COMPLAINT: Pain, left leg 

. HISTORY; This forty-six year old patient states that two weeks ago he put in about 
4002Dysda plugs and had some back pain. He was seen by a doctor at the Justice 
Department who advised the use of heat and Aspirin and his back seenied to improve. 
Two days ago, without history of injury, he began to have left leg pain which has be- 
come quite acute in the last twenty -four hours. This morning the left foot and leg 
feel a little numb and weak. He was unable to go to work today. He gives no previous 
history of back difficulty except for minor aches in his back for which he never felt the 
need to consult a physician. He has never had any x-iays of his back. His general 
history is good.

PROCEOURB AND FINDINGS: 



FHELIHINAS; NOTE: This 46 y«ar old attoracy general presented with a three week 
history of low back pain and left sided sciatica presented since sotaawfaat strenuous 
efforts at planting grass. The pain Improved only to Increase In severity, Humb- 
ness of the left foot, especially the great toe, was described as well. On admis- 
sion there was decreased strength of dorsiflexlon on the left; deep tendon reflexes 
were within normal limits and equal bilaterally. Straight leg raising to 20 degrees 
on the right yielded left leg pain; straight leg raising was limited to 10 degrees 
on the left. Because of failure to Improve with conservative therapy, lumbar mye- 
lography was performed, and a large extradural defect at the L4-5 level on the left 
was seen. 

PROCEDURE: After satisfactory endotracheal anaftihesla had been achieved, the patient 
was transferred to the operating table in the prone position and the back was gently 
flexed. The entire back was routinely prepared and draped in a sterile manner, uti- 
lieing vydrape in the procedure. A 9 cm. midline incision was made over the lower 
lumbar vertebra and carried to the level of the posterior investing fascia; serially 
hanging clamps were placed on the wound margins and hemoatasis was achieved with the 
electrocautery as needed. Wietlaner retractors were placed in the wound, and the 
posterior investing fascia was incised just to the left of the midline and the para- 
vertebral muscles were stripped from their vertebral attachment by a combination of 
sharp and blunt dissection. A Taylor retractor was then placed tn the wound and the 
lower lumbar lamina and sacrum were identified. When the L4-5 interspace was satis- 
factorily defined, a hemllaminectomy was begun first with the Leksell rongeur and 
then with the large angled Schlesinger rongeur. The llgamentum flavum was then 
excised and the hemllaminectomy was further enlarged with various sized Schlesinger 
rongeurs. On entering the Interspace, a large bulging annulus was evident with a 
fragment of disc overlying the body of L4. On incision of the annulus, degenerated 
disc material was promptly extruded, and the Interspace was satisfactorily cleared 
of disc material. No additional fragments of disc material were Identified and 
at the close of the procedure, the nerve root was seen to course quite freely in 
its canal.

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SUPPLEMENTARY NEUROSURGICAL REPORT 



REHNQUIST, Justice William 



June 25, 1980 



This patient states that he is much better than he was one 

year ago and certainly much improved then he was when we 

were treating him in 1977. He has chronic discomfort in the 

left gluteal region from time to time. There is no sciatic 

radiation. He plays paddle tennis and walks often, up to 

three or four miles. He swims regularly. He does not always 

do his exercises regularly. He has had a recent minor exacerbation 

and took some Motrin, which seems to have helped him. He 

does not wear his back support very often. He takes Tylenol 

#3 from to 3 times a day. He takes Darvon Compound from 

time to time and Valium depending on his discomfort. He 

feels he is doing fairly well though he would certainly 

welcome complete relief of symptoms. He says his back does 

seem to interfere with sexual relations because for some 

reason this activity intensifies the discomfort. 

On examination, there is no tenderness over the well healed 
scar. There is no tenderness over the buttocks. There is 
slight straightening of the normal Itambar curve. There is 
only slight limitation of forward and backward bending. 
Straight leg raising test is negative. There is no definite 
motor weakness, though at times I wonder about a little 
weakness of ventroflexion. Ankle reflex tends to be hypoactive 
on the right, less active on the left. There are no sensory 
abnormalities . 

It is ray impression that his most recent problem is due to a 
disc at the L5-S1 level rather than the Old L4-L5 level. He 
does not manifest clinical findings that would make me feel 
we should consider myelography or surgery. I am advising 
him to continue with the medications as above. I am asking 
him to take a course of Motrin for one month. I have given 
him a prescription for Tylenol #3 and Valiiim as well as some 
samples of Motrin to take with him as he is planning to be 
away for two months. 
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FINAL DIAGNOSIS: Degenerative disc disease. 

HPl : This 55-year-old white male right-handed Supreme Court justice has a long 
hlstor^'^ of low back vain* Ho had a left L4-L5 Lurabar laminectomy In 1971 with 
good symptomatic relief. He hiter began having episodic left buttock pain and had 
tvo episodes of traction nc (IWIHI in 1977 with good symptom relief. He felt himself 
to be in good condition untiJ 1980 when he began noticing increased left hip pain 
and decrease in daily activities. There is an important court case pending and may 
have long, frequent sessii>ns ;nid so he Is in for evaluation. The patient states 
he has loft hip tigiitness which is episodic and it gives frequent backache. He denios 
any lower extremity pain, but odmlts to left foot numbness with increased standing, 
and he has infrequent paresthesia of the left foot with prolonged sitting in one 
position. He denies bowel or bladder sym{toins but states he has noted a left foot 
clumsiness since the last traction In 1977. 

PH: Adult medical probJcros include sigmoidoscopy in 1976 at which time a colon 
polyp was found. Since that time he has had frequent checkups with negative results. 
Hospitalizations include tonsillectomy as a child, L4-L5 left laminectomy in 1971 ziuc 
traction at GWUH times two in 1977. The patient denies any drug allergies-

patient had ntJ carotid, fomorLil , or renal bruits^ The abdomen - active bowel sounds. 
No Itpatosplenomegaly , nontendcf. Good sphincter tone. Stool guaiac was negative. 
Prostate .was firm and nonLendcr. Musculoskeletal - full cervical, upper and lower 
extremity ROM. GooJ heeJ and toe walk. Good taiidem walk. Good handgrip bilateral Iv. 
Negative straight ItJg raise biJaterally. Neurological - mental status was oriented 
times three and alert. (Cranial nerves II through XII were intact. Motor - all groups 
tested were 5/5 and symituirical , except for a decreased left EHL which was 4/5. 
Sensory - Intact to touch and vibration and joint position sense. The patient had 
questionable decreased pin prick on the lateral aspect of the left foot and top of 
left great toe- nTK*s were symmetrical bilaterally, except for an absent left ankle 
jerk. The sign of Babinskt was not present. The patient has no spasm and no clonus. 
Cerebellar was wnl.

The United States Senate Committee on the Judiciary 
made several written and telephone requests to the Department of 
Justice (DOJ), during the period extending from Friday, July 25, 
1986, through Monday, July 28, 1986. The Committee sought 
additional information about Justice Rehnquists ' involvement in 
incidents which occurred at a polling place in Phoenix, Arizona, 
and additional information relating to a possible drug 
dependencey by the Justice. The DOJ asked the FBI to conduct 
additional inquiries.

I I was not familiar with nr. REHNQUIST in 1962, other than 
having heard his name.

Therefore, he never 
witnessed Mr. REHMQUIST challenge a voter nor did he see Mr. REHNQUIST 
present when voters were challenged by other Republicans.
